DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 6-13 are allowed. 

2. Prior art does not teach a MOS structure having "a silicon carbide" "epitaxial 
layer" of "a first conductivity" on "a silicon carbide" substrate, wherein "a surface portion" 
of "the epitaxial layer" is doped with impurity of "a second conductivity" ("the deep 
portion" claim 7) such that the impurity concentration increases toward the substrate 
direction; and further the region doped with "the second conductivity" is doped with "the 
first conductivity"; "a further impurity region;" "a channel," formed between "the further 
impurity region" and "the epitaxial layer," has lower impurity of "the first conductivity" 
than "the second conductivity" in the higher second conductivity concentration region 
("the deep portion'") in "the epitaxial layer," as required by claims 6 and 7.
